If the magneto ha* , 
been cleaned with gasoline, do not 
put ft Into operation as soon as 
cleaned because the average gaso- 
line-of to-day does not evaporate as 
readily as generally expected and a 
spark occurring at the contact break¬ 
er may accidentally Ignite the clean¬ 
ing liquid and cause damage' to the 
car, or at least to the magneto. 
There is on additional danger of fire, 
when spark plug wires are discon¬ 
nected from plugs, as the spark In 
this cose intended for plugs wovld 
of course jump across the safety 
spark gap at the magneto. 

To test oil for Impurities of a solid 
nature, add kerosene to a small 
quantity of the oil until the mixture 
becomes thin. Then filter through 
blotting paper. Wash the paper with 
kerosene. The solid matter In the 
oil will remain on the paper. Oil 
containing such impurities should 
not be used, because solid matter 
closes up small oil passages in the 
lubricating system.

Little does the average car owner 
realtor the tremendous force* un¬ 
leashed when he starts the engine of 
his automohlle.

Then followed the rebellion In 
Britain, the great fire, and th* ter¬ 
rific extravagance of the Golden 
House, Nero died on June ftth, A. D 
6ft. 

The Golden House was looted and 
demolished. Nevertheless, It must 
be that among Its earth-covered ruins 
are many relics of its astounding 
richness. It Is these that the arch¬ 
aeologists now at work believe they 
will bring to light during the years 
it will take to uncover Its founda¬ 
tions—Tit-Bits.
